In our decision entitled the Claim of Ke~t~c~yiHome Mutual Life~Insur-

ance Corn aa~n (Claim NO o ¢U~1339 which we incorporate h~rein by reference),

we held that the properties of the Railway were nationalized 6r otherwise

taken by the Government of ¢u’bs. on October ~3, 1960~ and tha~ ~his type of

claim ~.s compensable to s.n ~erican nationa] ~nder the .facts and conditions

set forth therein° We need not again detail here ~the ~easons or the ~e~hod..

On the basis of evidence in the record in the ins.ta~t: case, the Commis~

sion finds Lhat this Claimant comes withli~ the terms of the ~ decisioN.;

~hat he was an American national at the requisite times; .that he has:been the

owner of one g500 ’bond issued by Cuba Northern Railways Company.since prior

to October 13, 1960; and that h~ suffered a loss in the amount of. $341..28

within the meaning of .Title V of the Act.; Further, ~he Commission .fin~s

that the amount of loss sustained shall be increased by interest there6n at~

the rate of 6~ per annn~ from october 13, 1960, t~.e date of 10ss, to ~e
